DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The present invention is directed to a digital video record/playback apparatus and 
playback method thereof, by which a trick play mode of a digital video stream is 
processed. The independent claim 1 and 8 identify uniquely distinct features " wherein 
the decoder is configured to calculate a difference between the DTS and a DTS 
value of a first picture at a beginning of a predetermined trick plav and adiust the DTS 
according to the calculated difference and the predetermined playback mode" . Also the 
independent claim 17 identifies similar uniquely distinct features " wherein the step (d) 
includes calculating a difference between the DTS and a DTS value of a first picture at a 
beginning of a predetermined trick plav and adiusting the DTS according to the 
calculated difference and the predetermined playback mode " .The closest art, U.S. 
Patent No. 6,658,199 B1 to Hallberg, U.S. Patent No. 7,031,259 B1 to Guttman et al. 
and Non Patent literature An MPEG-2 digital decoder design to Greg Reid disclose a 
method for constructing trick play mode video displays from an MPEG-2 digital video 
transport stream using a digital video recorder, a system and method for controlling 
transmission of compressible packets and MPEG-2 digital decoder design respectively, 
either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above under 
underlined limitations obvious.
